For the Fatal Balloon Blunder—Mem­ 
bers Signal turps First Located Cer- 
vera’s Fleet at Santiago.

S antiago

first session of the Cuban assembly was 
held at S nta Cruz del Bur. 
The sensation of the assembly was 
the appearance of General Oaiixto Gar­ 
cia as one of the delegates from the 
Fifth army corps, a fact which practi­ 
cally renders him supreme at the as­ 
sembly's sessions.

W a sh in g to n , Oct. 26. — Brigadier 
General A. W . Greeley, chief signal 
officer, presented to Secretary Alger his 
report of the operations of the signal 
corps during the recent war with Spain. 
He intimated that the corps’ officers 
in Cuba were handicapped because they 
were not allowed to take with them the 
signal corps telegraph train which had 
bien sent to Tampa for the Santiago ex­ 
pedition. 
He then adds the following: 
“ The lack of thoroughly trained men 
was not the only serious factor that 
threatened the efficiency of the signal 
work. Seeing that visual signaling, 
which the commanding general of the 
Fifth army corps relied upon contrary 
to professional advice, was practically 
impossible for land operations, and 
only useful between the coast stations 
and the fleet, it is impossible to surmise 
what would have been the result had it 
not been for the supply of insulated 
>vire, telegraphic and telephonic instru­ 
ments, eto., which Lieutenant Colonel 
Allen furnished to Lieutenant Colonel 
Green.” 
General Greeley pointed out that at 
all critical periods of the campaign Gen­ 
eral Shafter was kept in direct com­ 
munication by telephone w ith his sub­ 
ordinate commanders, the lines being 
uninterrupted!y maintained under an 
almost constant fire of the enemy. 
Special stress is laid upon the value of 
the signal corps facilities in directing 
the hie of the naval vessels. The ar­ 
rangements were so complete and ex­ 
cellent that the major general com­ 
manding was able to communicate di­ 
rectly with the admiral commanding 
the beet, and in addition communicate 
with the war department within 20 
minutes. General Greeley says that 
this telegraphic and telephonic service 
did not tail within the plans of the 
major general commanding. 
Further along be sam: “In addition 
it is not pleasant to surmise w hat might 
have been the tate of the lever stricken 
army in Santiago de Cuba had its for­ 
tune aud movements been debated by 
mail instead of by electrical communi­ 
cation.” 
General Greeley strongly commended 
the use of the war balloon aud declares 
that its utility was strongly demon­ 
strated. Concerning the criticism made 
of the balloon operations at Santiago 
he said in part: 
“Tue I orc m g of the signal corps bal­ 
loon to the skirmish line where its posi­ 
tion is reported to have caused serious 
loss to the troops by disclosing their 
movements aiid attracting the enemy’s 
lire, was the action of Major General 
Shafter through his chief engineer, 
Colonel George McO. Denby, in the 
fin e of the professional advice given by 
Lieutenant Colonel Maxfield of the 
United states volunteer signal corps.” 
General Greeley said that “the sig­ 
nal corps fui.ed to receive from Major 
General snorter in his original report 
even a notice that it participated in the 
Santiago campaign.” 
General Greeley’s report indicated 
that the credit for the location of Ad­ 
miral Cervera s fleet in Santiago har­ 
bor belongs to the signal corps, aud says 
that “in the interest of history, let 
alone justice to the signal corps of the 
army, tue truth should he told. The lo­ 
cation of Cervera’s squadron at Santi­ 
ago was first made by Colonel James 
Alien, aud later verith d independently 
by Lieutenant Colonel Joseph E. Max- 
held, both emeers of the signal corps. 
The blockading of Cervera s squadron 
was due to the conservative action of 
i lie president aud semetary of navy, 
bas' d on reports and representations 
in ado personally to them by the chief 
signal chicer of the army.” 
f urther along the report said that 
Colonel Allen tarnished cipher advices 
oi the most valuable sort from Santiago 
annual daily. De reported that the 
spanish squadron was short of coal aud 
coaid not reuew its supply at Santiago, 
aud a*so thai the unarmored American 
cm*-era off the Cuban ooast “ were mis­ 
taken by the Spanish for the main 
American neet,” proving, says General 
Greeley, “ the wisdom and efficacy of 
Admiaai Sampson’s orders by cable that 
the fast unarmored cruisers of the navy 
should perform scouting duty off Santi­ 
ago.” 
Ai another poi n th e said: “It is an 
interesting anti climax that when her- 
vera’s squadron was destroyed, on ju ly 
6, Colonel Allen, the same officer who 
originally reported the arrival of the 
fleet on the very day it reacued Santi­ 
ago, likewise reported by telegram to 
toe chief signal officer tne fact that the 
entire tleet had been destroyed, which 
in urination was conveyed to the presi­ 
dent ana the country 14 hours in ad­ 
vance of any otner official advice.”

MINISTRY RESIGNED. 


A Vol* of No Confidence Over the Ar im 
lu the French Chamber of 
D eputies 
P aris, Oct. 26.—As a result of a vote 
of no confidence, and after an exciting 
day in the parliament, the Bnsson min 
istry resigned. 
It is the general impression among 
tho deputies that President Faure will 
invite Alexandre Ribot to form a eabi 
net. Detachments of municipal guards, 
cuirassiers and police were massed at 
the varieus approaches to the palace of 
the Elyssees, tor fear of disturbances. 
President Faure signed the appoint­ 
ment of M. Loekroy, minister of m a­ 
rine in the retiring cabinet, as m in­ 
ister of war ad interim. 
When accepting the resignation of 
the ministry, M. raure begged M. B as­ 
son aud his colleagues to continue to 
act until the formation of the new 
cabinet. 
Strong bodies of police were sta­ 
tioned in the 
neighborhood of the 
Palais Bourbon and the Place de la 
Concorde to prevent the projected de­ 
monstrations at the opening of the 
chamber of deputies. 
Much rioting and fighting occurred 
on the streets. 
General Chanoine, minister of war, 
first resigned. 
M. De Many then proposed a reso­ 
lution calling upou the government to 
end the campaign of insult against the 
army, but M. Bnsson ref aw d to ac­ 
cept it. 
A vote occurred, which was a defeat j 
for the government. 
Later the cabinet resigned.

He intimated that the corps’ officers 
in Cuba were handicapped because tney 
were not allowed to take with them the 
signal corps telegraph train winch had 
bien sent to Tampa for the Santiago ex­ 
pedition. 
He then adds the following: 
“ The lack of thoroughly trained men 
was not the only serious factor that 
threatened the efficiency of the signal 
work. 
Seeing that visual signaling, 
whicn the commanding general of the 
Fifth army oorps relied npon contrary 
to professional advice, was practically 
impossible for land operations, 
and 
ouiy useful between the coast stations 
and toe fleet, it is impossible to surmise 
what would have been the result had it 
not been for the supply of insulated 
Wire, telegraphic and telephonic instru- 
j ments, etc., which Lieutenant Colonel

General Greeley pointed out that at 
I all critical periods of the campaign Gen­ 
eral Shafter was kept in direct com­ 
munication by telephone with his sub­ 
ordinate oomm and ors, the lines being 
uninterruptedly maintained under an

Special stress is laid npon the value of 
the signal corps facilities in directing 
the hie ot the naval vessels.

Champion Findlay S. Douglas, hav­ 
ing beeu asked by the New York Jour­ 
nal to go to Ardsley and criticise the 
playing of the contestants in the wom­ 
en’s golf championship, says: 
I will say to begin with that I was 
surprised and astonished alike at the 
progress and skill that have been attain­ 
ed by the fairsex in America in a game 
that was unknown to them a few years 
ago. 
While I have never hitherto en­ 
joyed the opportunity of studying the 
methods employed by the women play­ 
ers of America, I will say that the re­ 
sults surprised me. 
Now for the match between Miss 
Hoyt and Miss Eidlitz. Both got away 
with good diives from the first tee. 
Miss Eidlitz, using her brassie for ber 
second shot, got the ball away too clean, 
with the consequence that she overran 
the green into the chasm beyond. This 
was hard luck, as bad her ball staid on 
the green she would have won the hole 
in four, as Miss Hoyt made a bad re­ 
covery from ber tee shot, which bad 
landed in the grass ravine short of the 
green. 
Going to the second hole both 
made good drives. Miss Eidlitz was 
just short of the green with her second 
shot, while Miss Hoyt duffed brr sec­ 
ond and third shots badly, and required 
four to reach tho green. 
Ordinary put­ 
ting gave the hole to Miss Eidlitz, o to 
6. 
Playing the third, Miss Eidlitz 
sliced to the right, while Miss Hoyt 
got in the long grass to the left, through 
no fault of hers, as she allowed for the 
wind, which failed to affect the ball. 
She, however, made a brilliant recov­ 
ery, but again poor putting lost her the 
hole, 6 to 6. This left Miss Eidlitz one 
BO­ 
SO far Miss Hoyt was playing un­ 
steadily and below her usual game. In 
playing the fourth, Miss Eidlitz had a 
bit of luck, which she failed to benefit 
by. 
Slicing her ball from the tee, she 
landed squarely against the trunk of 
one of the trees standing to the right, 
the ball bounding on the green to within 
20 feet of the hole. Miss Hoyt from the 
tee, using an iron, played a brilliant 
shot, which landed within five feet of 
the hole. Miss Etdlitz was too strong 
with her second and third shots and 
failed to hole the ball with her fourth, 
Miss Hoyt winning the hole in 8 to 5. 
With a perfectly played five for the 
fifth, Miss Hoyt assumed the lead, and, 
settling down to her steady and telling 
game, was never afterward headed, 
winning out at the thirteenth hole by 6 
up aud 5 to play. 
As regards Miss Hoyt’s game, it 
would be unwise to criticise a form 
when such good results are obtained. 
But looking at it from a golfer’s stand­ 
point it seems to me that if Miss Hoyt 
should learn to play a full round giving 
off the tee, instead of the full half 
swing she now uses, she could add 50 
yards to the length of her drive. 
So 
long as Miss Hoyt sticks to this swing 
she can uever hope to improve her long 
game to any extent. If Miss Hoyt would 
exercise a little more care in ber short 
approaches, such as looking the ground 
over carefully and taking advantage of 
its inequalities, and should study her 
puts more carefully, she would benefit 
her game many strokes. No fault can 
be fonnd with the way Miss Hoyt uses 
her irons. 
In fact, I was struck by the 
close resemblance between her methods 
and those employed by J. H. Taylor, 
the ex-open champion of Great Britain 
Another good point about Miss Hoyt is 
her direct method of play. Her mind is 
practically made np before she reaches 
the ball, and no time ie lost in the “ ad­ 
dress.” The result of all this is that 
Miss Hoyt plays a fast, confident aud 
winning game, and stands in a class by 
herself. 
Miss Eidlitz, who was Miss Hoyt’ 
opponent, has all the makings of a fine 
player. 
Her chief fault seems to be too 
wide a “ stance” —that is, her feet are 
too far apart. This prevents free action 
and tends to curtail a full swing. 
The 
plays she lost in her match with Miss 
Hoyt were owing to her unsteadiness 
through the green. Steady practice will 
overcome that, when she should be a 
match for almost any one. 
Miss Wetmore plays with a very 
easy, graceful swing, and on the other 
day’s play was evidently a much stead­ 
ier player than Miss Eidlitz. 
She is 
deadly with the mashie. In fact, her 
short game is almost perfect. Her worst 
habit is slicing with her wooden dabs, 
which always means great loss of dis­ 
tance. 
Miss Grisoom’s game lacks ef­ 
fectiveness. 
At times she drives a very 
long ball, but this is offset by a bad 
habit of scoffing the ball. 
Hor swing 
and stance could not be improved; but, 
like most of the others, practice would 
help improve her game.

William W aldorf Astor won a wager 
of $25,000 the other night at Cliveden, 
his country place, near Henley, Eng­ 
land, by giving a long expected dinner 
to 27 persons seated around a tabiO 
made from a single cross section of a 
great California redwood tree. 
Nearly two years ago Mr. Astor had 
a discussion with* General Owen W il­ 
liams about the size cf California trees, 
the Englishman not believing that they 
grew to such enormous size as Mr. As­ 
tor asserted. The result was a wager j 
by the American millionaire that be 
would give a dinner to 27 persons who 
would dine comfortably around the 
trunk of a California tree. 
At great expense Mr. Astor had a 
section of a gigantic tree sent to him 
from California. It measured 81 feet in { 
circumference. 
When the tree arrived 
in England, it was taken to Cliveden, 
the beautiful country place of Mr. As­ 
tor, on the Thames, near Henley. There 
it was partially buried iu a part of tho 
park known as the Half Moon. 
What 
the object was in burying it is not , 
known, but it was left for months par­ 
tially underground. 
About four weeks ago the section ct 
the tree was turned over to a firm at 
Aylesbury, who smoothed off the sur 
face and ‘polished it highly. Ae it was 
impossible to get the table into the 
house, a large marquee tent was erectt <1 
over it in a little glade of the Half 
Moon wood. The ground was strewn 
with fresh ferns to make a natural car­ 
pet, and there tho dinner was given. 
No cloth was spread over the polished 
surface, but it was prettily decorated 
with wild flowers by young Miss Astor, 
while beautiful candelabra cast a soft 
light over the costly silver plate aud 
china. 
Chinese lanterns were hung 
from tire great doorway of Cliveden to 
the marquee aud the glade was gayly 
illuminated. 
Most of the guests had been at Clive­ 
den for a week, while others came from

Court, where Lady Louise

Champion Findlay S. Douglas, hav­ 
ing been asked by the New York Jour­ 
nal to go to Ardsley and criticise the 
playing of the contestants in the wom­ 
en's golf championship, says: 
I will say to begin with that I was 
surprised and astonished alike at the 
progress and skill that have been attain­ 
ed by the fairsex in America in a game 
that, was unknown to them a few years 
ago. 
While I have never hitherto en­ 
joyed the opportunity of studying the 
methods employed by the women play­ 
ers of America, I will say that the re­ 
sults surprised me. 
Now for the match between Miss 
Hoyt and Miss Bullit/.. 
Both got away 
with good drives from the first tee. 
Miss Bullit/, using her brassie for her 
second shot, got the ball away too clean, 
with the consequence that she overran 
the green into the chasm beyond. 
This 
was hard luck, as had her ball staid on 
tho green she would have won the hole 
in four, as Miss Hoyt made a bad re­ 
covery from ber tee shot, which had 
landed in the grass ravine short of the 
green. Going to the second hole both 
made good drives. Miss Kid I it/, was 
just short of the green with her second 
shot, while Miss Hoyt duffed hr r sec­ 
ond and third shots badly, and required 
four to reach tho green. 
Ordinary put­ 
ting gave the hole to Miss Eidlitz, o to 
6. 
Playing the third, Miss Eidlitz 
sliced to the right, while Miss Hoyt 
got in the long grass to the left, through 
no fault of hers, as she allowed for tin1 
wind, which failed to affect the bull. 
She, however, made a brilliant, recov­ 
ery, but again poor putting lost her the 
hole, 6 to 5. This left Miss Eidlitz one 
wo- 
So far Miss Hoyt was playing an 
steadily and below her usnal game. In 
playing the fourth, Miss Eidlitz had a 
bit of luck, which she failed to benefit 
by. 
Slicing her ball from the tee, she 
landed squarely against the trunk of 
one of the trees standing to the right, 
the ball bounding on the green to witbin 
20 feet of the hole. Miss Hoyt from the 
too, using an iron, played a brilliant 
shot, which landed within five feet of 
the hole. Miss Eidlitz was too strong 
with her second and third shots and 
failed to hole the ball with her fourth, 
Miss Hoyt winning the hole in 8 to 5. 
With a perfectly played five for the 
fifth, Miss Hoyt assumed the lead, and, 
settling down to ber steady and telling 
game, was never afterward headed, 
winning out at the thirteenth hole by 6 
up aud 5 to play. 
As regards Miss Hoyt’s game, it 
woald be unwise to criticise a form 
when such good results are obtained. 
But looking at it from a golfer’s stand­ 
point it seems to me that if Miss Hoyt 
should learn to play a full round saving 
off the tee, instead of the full half 
swing she now uses, she could add 50 
yards to the length of her drive. 
So 
long as Miss Hoyt sticks to this swing 
she can never hope to improve her long 
game to any extent. If Miss Hoyt would 
exercise a little more care in ber short 
approaches, such as looking the ground 
over carefully and taking advantage of 
its inequalities, and should study her 
puts more carefully, she would benefit 
her game many strokes. 
No fault can 
be found with the way Miss Hoyt uses 
her irons. 
Iii fact, I was struck by the 
close resemblance between her methods 
and those employed by J. H. Taylor, 
the ex-open champion of Great Britain. 
Another good point about Miss Hoyt iR 
her direct method of play. Her mind is 
practically made up before she reaches 
the ball, and no time is lost in the “ ad­ 
dress. ” The result of all this is that 
Miss Hoyt plays a fast, confident and 
winning game, and stands in a class by 
herself. 
Miss Eidlitz, who was Miss Hoyt’s 
opponent, has all the makings of a fine 
player. 
Her chief fault seems to be too 
wide a “ stance’’—that is, her feet are 
too far apart. This prevents free action 
aud tends to curtail a full swing. 
The 
plays she lost in her match with Miss 
Hoyt were owing to her unsteadiness 
through the green. Steady practice will 
overcome that, when she should be a 
match for almost any one. 
Miss Wetmore plays with a very 
easy, graceful swing, and on the other 
day’s play was evidently a much stead­ 
ier player than Miss Eidlitz. 
She is 
deadly with the mashie. In fact, her 
short game is almost perfect. Her worst 
habit is slicing with her wooden clubs, 
which always means great loss of dis­ 
tance. 
Miss Griscom’s game lacks ef­ 
fectiveness. 
At times she drives a very 
long bull, but this is offset by a bad 
habit of Hclaffing the ball. 
Her swing 
and stance could not be improved; but, 
like most of the others, practice would 
help improve her game.

Nearly two years ago Mr. Astor had 
a discussion with* General Owen W il­ 
liams about the size cf California trees, 
the Englishman not believing that they 
grew to such enormous size as Mr. As­ 
tor asserted. The result was a wager 
by tho American millionaire that be 
would give a (limier to 27 persons who 
would dine comfortably around the 
trunk of a California tree. 
At great expense Mr. Astor had a 
section of a gigantic tree sent to him 
from California. It measured 81 feet iii 
circumference. 
When the tree arrived 
iu England, it was taken to dived. ii. 
the beautiful country place of Mr. As­ 
tor, on the Thames, m ar Henley. There 
it was partially buried iu a part of tho 
park known as the Half Moon. 
What 
the object was in burying it is not 
known, but it was left for months par­ 
tially underground. 
About four weeks ago the section of 
tho tree was turned over to a firm at 
Aylesbury, who smoothed off tile sur 
face and polished it highly. As it was 
impossible to get the table into the 
house, a largo marquee tent was erected 
over it in ii little glade of the Hall 
Moon wood. The ground was strewn 
with fresh ferns to make a natural car 
pet, and there the dinner was given. 
No cloth was spread over the polished ! 
surface, but it was prettily decorated 
with wild flowers by youug Miss Astor, 
while beautiful candelabra cast a soft 
light over the costly silver plate aud 
china.

UK. FKASCIS MADE A STATEMENT 


He Explained the Project, Saying the U n e 


Would Kilter th e City by W av o f C all­ 


a n , l a H ollow —A C om m ittee Wan A p ­ 


p o i n t e d . 


There was a large attendance at the 
joint session of council, board of trade 
and representatives of the proposed new 
railroad to Lisbon. 
President Marshall stated that the ob* 
3ect of the meeting was to hear the 
plans of Mr. Francis to secure better 
railroad facilities. 
Mr. Francis stated 
that he had been here for some time 
looking over the details of a railroad to 
the county seat and found it to be a 
feasible plan, but the railroad itself at 
best would be but 20 miles in length, 
and in itself would not pay or it would 
have been 
constructed 
years 
ago. 
They 
of 
course 
had 
to 
look 
for another source of income, and 
the 
matter 
of 
mining 
coal 
was looked up with the result, that 
midway between here aud Lisbon they 
found an unlimited field of coal of from 
1,500 to 4,000 acres. 
They had secured 
terminals at each end and had reached 
the point where the road woald be 
built if the people desired it. 
The pro­ 
posed line would be standard gauge,and 
arrangements had been made with the 
Erie system to carry their cars to any 
part of the United States. 
Mr. Francis 
stated that he had associated with him 
necessary fuuds to build and equip the 
road, which meant an outlay of $350,000 
to 1375,000, exclusive of funds needed to 
mn the coal plant. The benefits to be 
derived 
from 
the 
road 
woald 
be 
that 
the 
manufacturers 
here would get better railroad facilities, 
and it would also lessen the price of 
fuel. By combining the two industries 
under one management it was possible 
to build the railroad, and the company 
bad the right of way and money to start 
the project, and for the great advan­ 
tages to be given this city by their in­ 
vestment of $500,000 they asked but 
$85,000 from people along the line, to he 
used by them as a sinking fond for three 
years. At the end of that time they ex­ 
pected the road would be self sustain­ 
ing. 
In answer to a question Mr. Francis 
stated that the road would be an electric 
line, but would be standard gauge, aud 
steam could be used when so desired, 
while the route would probably be down 
California hollow. 


, 
Robert Burford stated that he thought 
it was one of the best propositions ever 
given to the city, while J. C. Deidrick 
said one firm had agreed to give $1,500, 
and the manufacturers would raise at 
least half of the bonus. G. Y. Travis 
said if the manufacturers would not 
donate more than half the amount the 
project might as well be dropped. 
At­ 
torney Clark said the plan was a good 
thing for the town, while Mr. Marshall 
tsked if the company woald give bond 
not to sell or lease to the Pennsylvania 
company at any time. 


Mr. Francis proceeded to state that 
they would emphatically not give a bond 
of this kind, as it was not business, and 
proceeded to show where the Pennsyl­ 
vania company would not pay the price 
asked for the road, while Mr. Folts 
stated that the company woald never 
sell or lease, as it would place them in 
the same position as the manufacturers 
of the city are now, dependent upon 
one railroad. 
He said he had received 
propositions from the Erie and Pennsyl­ 
vania systems to bnild a line to the coal 
Helds, but had refused them both for 
that reason. 
Mr Marshall suggested that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to look after the 
matter, and H. A. McNicol thought the 
railroad should be built as soon as pos- 
^le. Upon motion of Mr. Ashbaugh 
the chair was selected to appoint a com­ 
mittee of three. The chair appointed J. 
^Deidrick, Robert Burford and S. J. 
Cripps, 


Clark made a motion that when 
the meeting adjourned it would do so to 
meet at the call of the committee to 
ratify their action in selecting a com­ 
mittee of the whole. 
Mr. francis thanked the council and 
persons present for the interest shown 
matter, and assured them that he 
appreciated their efforts.

G lo r i o u s Victories—Glorious R e s u lts . 
4 At Red Oak. la., the president said: 
“It gives me great pleasure to look in 
your faces as I journey through your 
state. 
What nation of the world has 
more to be thankful for than ours? 
We have 
material 
wealth, we have 
rich and fertile lands, we have great 
shops and great factories that make 
everything. 
We have skilled work­ 
men, we have 
genius for invention, 
and in the last thirty years we have 
achieved commercial triumphs which 
have been the wonder of the world. 
We have much to be thankful 
for. 
We have come out of events of the" 
last five months glorious in our vic­ 
tories, and more glorious in the re­ 
sults which are to follow them. 
We 
are fortunate in the virtue of our peo­ 
ple and in the valor of our soldiers 
and sailors. 
We have been patriotic 
in every crisis of our 
history, and 
never more patriotic than from April, 
1898, to the present hour. But our pa­ 
triotism must be continued. We must 
not permit it to abate, but we must 
•stand united until every every settle­ 
ment of the recent 
contest shall be 
written in enduring form and shall re­ 
cord 
a triumph for civilization and 
humanity. 


S p len d id C ondition*, a U n ited P eop le. 
At Mount Pleasant, la., President 
McKinley was wildly applauded. 
In 
part he said: 
“In every one of the great industries 
of the country we are feeling a degree 
of prosperity which now gives new 
hope to all our people. 
Not only are 
the people reasonably prosperous, but 
the government in which you are all 
interested is alike 
prosperous. 
We 
have had no bad luck lately. 
[Great 
applause.] Our financial condition was 
never better than it is now. 
Our na­ 
tional credit was never so high as it 
is now, and the people of the United 
States were well enough off when the 
government wanted $200,000,000 with 
which to conduct the war to subscribe 
for $740,000,000, and for a bond at a 
lower rate of interest than was ever 
floated by the government of the Unit­ 
ed States before, and our revenues are 
not troubling us any more. We have 
got along fairly well this far, thanks 
to the patriotism of the American peo­ 
ple, and thanks to the valor and cour­ 
age and heroism of the boys of Iowa 
and of the rest of the United States. 
“My fellow citizens, I want to leave 
one other thought with you, and that 
is that we have been united, and there­ 
fore strong and invincible in war. We 
must continue united until the end of 
this struggle. 
We must have no dif­ 
ferences among 
ourselves while we 
are settling differences with somebody 
else, and when we have made that set­ 
tlement in the interest of Justice and 
civilization 
and 
humanity, then we 
can resume our old domestic differ­ 
ences if we want to. 


Our N ational Gains. 
At Chariton, Iowa, the president’s 
remarks were particularly significant. 
He said: 
“My Fellow-Citizens—I do not think 
I have ever appreciated fully the size 
and population of Iowa until my visit 
to your state. 
It gives me especial 
pleasure to meet with the schoolchil­ 
dren, the boys and the girls, those who 
in a little while, must take up the 
trust now in the hands of the older 
of us, and carry forward this great 
fabric of government. 
“We have been fortunate as a na­ 
tion in the last six months. We have 
made much progress in a very little 
while. 
We have almost lost sight of 
the fact, in talking about our war, 
that we have made some very substan­ 
tial gains without resort to arms. We 
have the people of Hawaii that came 
to us free and independent and asked 
to he annexed to the United States. 
And, my fellow citizens, wherever our 
flag floats, wherever we 
raise 
that 
standard of liberty, it is always for 
the sake of humanity and the advance­ 
ment of civilization. 
Territory some­ 
times comes to us when we go to war 
In a holy cause, and whenever it does 
the banner of liberty will float over it 
and bring, I trust,blessings and bene­ 
fits to all of the people.” 
[Applause 
and cries of “Keep i t ”]

At the great peace and jubilee ba#i- 
qet beld in Chicago on Oct. 19 Presi­ 
dent McKinley responded to the toast 
“Our Country." 
On being introduced 
It was several minutes before he could 
begin speaking owing to the cheering, 
and his eloquent utterances were vo­ 
ciferously applauded. 
The 
president 
spoke as follows: 
“It affords me gratification to meet 
the people of the city of Chicago and 
to participate with them in this patri­ 
otic celebration. Upon the suspension 
of hostilities of a foreign 
war, 
the 
first in our history for over half a cen­ 
tury, we have met in a spirit of peace, 
profoundly grateful for the advance­ 
ment already 
made, and 
earnestly 
wishing in the final 
termination to 
realize an equally glorious fulfillment. 
“With no feeling of exultation, but 
with profound thankfulness, we con­ 
template the events of the past five 
months. 
They have been too serious 
to admit of boasting or vain glorifica­ 
tion. They have been so full of re­ 
sponsibilities. immediate and prospec­ 
tive, as to astonish the soberest judg­ 
ment and counsel the most conserv­ 
ative action. 
This is not the time to 
tire the imagination, but rather to dis­ 
cover in calm reason the way to truth 
and justice aud right, and when dis­ 
covered to follow it with fidelity and 
courage, without fear, hesitation or 
weakness. 


The Nation'* New R esponsibility. 
“The war has put upon the nation 
grave responsibilities. 
Their extent 
was not anticipated and could not have 
been well foreseen. We can not escape 
the obligations of victory. We can not 
avoid the serious questions which have 
been brought home 
to 
us 
by 
the 
achievements 
of 
our arms on land 
and sea. We are bound in conscience 
to keep and perform 
the covenants 
which the war has sacredly sealed with 
mankind. 
Accepting war for human­ 
ity’s sake, we must accept all obliga­ 
tions which the war in duty and honor 
imposed upon us. 
The splendid vic­ 
tories we have achieved would be our 
eternal shame, and not our everlasting 
glory, if they led to the weakening of 
our original lofty purpose or to the 
desertion of the immortal principles 
on which the national government was 
founded, 
and 
in 
accordance 
with 
whose ennobling spirit has ever since 
been faithfully administered. 
“The war with 
Spain 
was under­ 
taken 
not 
that the 
United 
States 
should Increase its territory, but that 
oppression at our very doors should 
be stopped. This noble sentiment must 
must continue to animate us and we 
must give to the world the full dem­ 
onstration of our purpose. 


Duty Determine* Destiny. 
"Duty determines destiny. 
Destiny, 
which results 
from duty performed, 
may bring 
anxiety 
and 
perils, but 
never failure and dishonor. 
Pursuing 
duty may not always lead by smooth 
paths. 
Another course may look eas­ 
ier and more attractive, but pursuing 
duty for duty’s sake is always sure 
and safe and honorable. 
“It is not within the power of man 
to foretell the future and to solve un­ 
erringly 
its 
mighty problems. 
Al­ 
mighty God has his plans and meth­ 
ods for human progress, and not in­ 
frequently they are shrouded for the 
time being in impenetrable mystery. 
Looking 
backward, we can see how 
the hand of destiny builded for us and 
assigned us tasks whose full meaning 
was not apprehended 
even 
by 
the 
wisest statesmen of their times. 
“Ourcolonial ancestors did not enter 
upon their war 
originally for inde­ 
pendence. 
Abraham Linciln did not 
start out to free the slaves, but to save 
the Union. 
The war with Spain was 
not of our seeking, and some of its 
consequences may not be to our lik­ 
ing. 
Our vision 
is 
often defective.

— Brigadier 
General A. W. Greeley, chief signal 
officer, presented to Secretary Alger his 
report of the operations of the signal 
corps during the recent war with Spain. 
He intimated that the corps’ officers 
in Cuba were handicapped because tney 
were not allowed to take with them the 
signal corps telegraph tram winch had 
bien sent to Tampa for the Santiago ex­ 
pedition. 
lie then adds the following: 
“ The lack of thoroughly trained men 
was not the only serious factor that 
threatened the efficiency of the signal 
work. Seeing that visual signaling, 
whicn the commanding general of the 
Fifth army oorps relied upon contrary 
to professional advice, was practically 
impossible for land operations, and 
ouly useful between the coast stations 
and tile fleet, it is impossible to surmise 
what would have been the result had it 
not been for the supply of insulated 
| ,wire, telegraphic and telephonic iustru- 
I merits, etc., which Lieutenant Colonel 
J Allen furnished to Lieutenant Colonel 
Green.” 
General Greeley pointed out that at 
all critical periods of theoampaign Gen­ 
eral Shafter was kept in direct com­ 
munication by telephone with his sub­ 
ordinate commanders, the lines being 
uninterruptedly maintained under an 
almost constant fire of the enemy. 
Special stress is laid upon the value of 
the signal corps facilities iu directing 
the hie ot the naval vessels. 
The ar­ 
rangements were so complete and ex­ 
cellent tiiat the major general com­ 
manding was able to communicate di­ 
rectly with the admiral commanding 
the tieet, and in addition communicate 
with the war department within 20 
minutes.

So far Miss Hoyt was playing an 
steadily and below hor usual game* 
In 
playing the fourth, Miss Eidlitz had ii 
bit of luck, which she failed to benefit 
by. 
.Slicing her ball from the tee, she 
landed squarely against the trunk of 
one of the trees standing to the right, 
the hall bounding on the green to within 
20 feet of the hole. MisH Hoyt from the 
tee, using an iron, played a brilliant 
shot, which landed w ithin five feet. of 
the hole. 
Miss Eidlitz was too strong 
with her second and third shots and 
failed to hole the ball with her fourth, 
Miss Hoyt winning the hole in 8 to 5. 
W ith a perfectly played five for the 
fifth, Miss Hoyt assumed the lead, and, 
settling down to ber steady and telling 
game, was never afterward headed, 
winning out at the thirteenth hole by 6 
up and 5 to play. 
As regards Miss Hoyt’s game, it 
would be unwise to criticise a form 
when such good results are obtained. 
But looking at it from a golfer’s stand­ 
point it seems to me that if Miss Hoyt 
should learn to play a full rouud swing 
off the tee, instead of the full half 
swing she now uses, she could add 50 
yards to the length of her drive. 
So 
long as Miss Hoyt sticks to this swing 
she eau never hope to improve her long 
game to any extent. If Miss Hoyt would 
exercise a little more care iii her short 
approaches, such as looking the ground 
over carefully and taking advantage of 
its inequalities, aud should study her 
puts more carefully, she would benefit 
ber gume many strokes. 
No fault can 
he found with the way Miss Hoyt uses 
her irons, 
hi faot, I was struck by the 
close resemblance between her methods 
and those employed by J. H. Taylor, 
the ex-open champion of Drest Britain. 
Another good point about Miss Hoyt is 
her direct method of play. Her mind is 
practically made up before she reaches 
the hull, and no time is lost in the “ ad­ 
dress.” The result of all this is that 
Miss Hoyt plays a fast, confident and 
winning game, and stuuds in a c la s s by 
herself. 
Miss Eidlitz, who was Miss Hoyt’s 
opponent, has all the makings of a fine 
player. 
Her chief fault seems to be too 
wide a “ stance” — that is, her feet are 
too far apart. This prevents free action 
and tends to curtail u full swing. 
The 
plays she lost in her match with Miss 
Hoyt were owing to her unsteadiness 
through the green. Steady practice will 
overcome that, wheu she should be a 
match for almost any one. 
Miss Wetmore plays with a very 
easy, graceful swing, and on the other 
day’s play was evidently a much stead­ 
ier player than Miss Eidlitz. 
She is 
deadly with the mashie. 
In faot, her 
short game is almost perfect. Her worst 
habit is slicing with her wooden clubs, 
which always means great loss of dis­ 
tance. 
Miss Griaootn's game lacks ef­ 
fectiveness. 
At times she drives a very 
long ball, but this is offset by a had 
habit of aclatfing the ball. 
Her swing 
aud stance could not be improved; but, 
like most of the others, practice would 
help improve her game.

William Waldorf A-tor won a wager 
of |25,000 the other night at Cliveden, 
his country plaice, near Henley, E ng­ 
land, by giving a long expected dinner 
to 27 p erso n s seated around a table 
made from a single cross section of a 
great California redwood tree. 
Nearly two years ago Mr. Astor had 
a discussion with General Owen W il­ 
liams about the size cf California trees, 
the Englishm an not believing that they 
grew to such enormous size as Mr. As­ 
tor asserted. 
The result was a wager 
by the American millionaire that he 
would give a dinner to 2 * persons who 
would dine comfortably around the 
trunk of a California tree. 
At great expense Mr. Astor had a 
section of a gigantic tree sent to him 
from California. It measured 81 feet in 
circumference. 
When the tree arrived 
in England, it was taken to Cliveden, 
the beautiful country place of Mr. As­ 
tor, on the Thames, near Henley. I here 
it was partially buried iu a part of the 
park known as the Half Moon. 
What 
the object was in burying it is not 
known, but it was lift for months par­ 
tially underground. 
About lour weeks ago the section of 
tho tree was turned over to a firm at 
Aylesbury, who smoothed off the sui* 
face and polished it highly. 
As it was 
impossible to get the table into the 
house, a largo marquee tent was erect* d 
over it in a little glade of the Half 
Moon wood. 
Tho ground was strewn 
with fresh ferns to make a natural car­ 
pet. and there the dinner was given. 
No cloth was spread over the polished 
surface, but it was prettily decorated 
with wild flowers by young Miss Astor, 
while beautiful candelabra cast a soft 
light over the costly silver plate aud 
china. 
Chinese lanterns were hung 
from tire great doorway of Cliveden to 
the marquee aud the glade was gayly 
illuminated. 
Most of the guests had been at Clive­ 
den for a week, while others came from 
Taplow 
Court, 
where Lady 
Louise 
Grenfel was having a house party. Tea 
was served in the great hall of Clive­ 
den during the afternoon, and soon after 


0 o’clock the march to the strange din 
ing table in the glade began. 
As the 
guests entered the marquee there were 
many exclamations of wonder aud de­ 
light* 
Mr. Astor presided, with bis 26 guests 
seated in a circle around the tree. They 
wen* a bit crowded, aud facetious guests 
remarked that Mr. Astor had invited 
the thinnest people he knew’.

people had gathered at the Auditorium 
to give him greeting, and had patient­ 


ly awaited his arrival, though his train 
was two hours late. 
As he entered 
the hall he was given such an ovation 
as Is seldom accorded to any official. 
In responding to the calls for a speech 
he was visibly affected at tim es, and 
his eloquent tributes to the people of 
his home state, to the army and navy, 
as also his references to the nation’s 
growth and future possibilities, called 
forth round upon round of applause.

I was within two or three feet of 
Mr. Brunt when the shot was fired. 
Lee was passing through the kitchen 
door going west when the shot was fired. 
They were not over IO feet apart. Dido t 
see Lee fall and didn’t know he was 
shot. 
Mr. Brunt didn’t say a word be­ 
fore he shot. 
He seemed to be collected, 
only a lit*Ie nervous. 
I never saw 
trouble between them before. 
When I 
saw them in the lot I could not tell who 
was on top. 
When I saw Lee go in the 
house I thought there would be another 
scrap and followed him. The colored man 
was going in the opposite direction from 
Mr. Brunt when he was shot. 
The 
flash was so close to my face I couldn’t 
tell the position of the revolver.

last I saw of Mrs. Brunt she was 
screaming on the front walk. 
I heard 
Lee say as he came downstairs ‘he has 
got a gun ’ 
Lee was running away 
from Mr. Brunt. 
I don't know whether 
Mrs. Brunt was screaming on account 
of any altercation with Lee. 
I didn’t 
see Mr. Brunt coming downstairs. When 
Lee said ’he has got a gun’ I stepped 
behind the partition to protect myself. 
Lee had to go through the kitchen to 
get out on the porch. 
I didn’t see any­ 
thing in Lee’s hands and he was moving 
fast when he passed me.” 
Dr. Hobbs was next called, and said: 
“ I am a resident of the city and am a 
physician. 
A boy came over after me 
and said there wras a mad dog over 
there and Mrs. Brunt was badly fright­ 
ened and wanted me to come over.

It was a punctured 
wound and seemed to have been caused 
by a ballet. The man lived for a short 
time. I made a partial examination and 
after procuring assistance conducted an 
autopsy and we found that the ball 
had entered the body over ninth rib. 
seven inches horizontally from center of 
back, right side, pierced ninth 
rib 
causing fracture, entered and passed 
through lower portion right lobe of 
the 
liver 
pierced 
curb 
of 
large 
intestines, 
pierced 
vena 
cava 
or 
large vein accompanying the 
aorta 
near 
vessels 
of 
the 
liver, 
passed 
through 
left 
lobe of 
liver 
and through sixth rib cartilaginous of 
border of left side aud lodged under j 
skin below sixth rib of left side about; 
one aud a half inches in medium line ; 
aud nearly on a line with the lower 
point of the breast bone.” 
The physician testified that death was 
apparently due to internal hemorrhage I 
from large vena cava as the abdominal i 
cavity was filled with blood while there 
was none in the vessels. 
George Rigby was called aud said:

I was in the house last evening 
and heard screams and ran to the back 
and jumped over the fence into Bruut’s 
lot, and saw Dudley coming up from 
the baru and Mr. Brunt going on the 
porch to go into the house.

There was a large attendance at the 
joint session of council, board of trade 
and representatives of the proposed new 
railroad to Lisbon. 
President Marshall stated that the ob­ 
ject of the meeting was to hear the 
plans of Mr. Francis to secure better 
railroad facilities. 
Mr. Francis stated 
that he had been here for some time 
looking over the details of a railroad to 
the county seat and found it to be a 
feasible plan, but the railroad itself at 
best would be but 20 miles in length, 
and in itself would not pay or it would 
have been 
constructed 
years 
ago. 
They 
of 
course 
had 
to 
look 
for another source of income, and 
the 
matter 
of 
mining 
coal 
was looked up w ith the result that 
midway between here aud Lisbon they 
found an unlimited field of coal of from 
1,500 to 4,000 acres. 
They had secured 
terminals at each end and had reached 
the point where the road 
would 
be 
built if the people desired it. 
The pro­ 
posed line would be standard gauge,and 
arrangements had been made with the 
Erie system to carry their cars to any 
part of the United States. 
Mr. Francis 
stated that he had associated with him 
necessary funds to build and equip the 
road, which meant an outlay of $350,000 
to $375,000, exclusive of funds needed to 
run the coal plant. 
The benefits to be 
derived 
from 
the 
road 
would 
be 
that 
the 
manufacturers 
here would get better railroad facilities, 
and it would also lessen the price of 
fuel. 
By combining the two industries 
uuder one m anagem ent it was possible 
to build the railroad, aud the company 
had the right of way and money to start 
the project, and for the great advan­ 
tages to be given this city by their in­ 
vestment of $500,000 they asked but 
$85,000 from people along the line, to be 
used by them as a sinking fund for three 
years. 
At the end of that tim e they ex­ 
pected the road would be self sustain­ 
ing. 


In answer to a question Mr. Francis 
itated that the road would bean electric 
line, but would be standard gauge, aud 
steam could be used when so desired, 
while the route would probably be down 
California hollow. 


Robert Burford stated that he thought 
it was one of the best propositions ever 
given to the city, while J. C. Deidrick 
said one firm had agreed to give $1,500, 
and the manufacturers would raise at 
least half of the bonus. G. Y. Travis 
•aid if the manufacturers would not 
donate more than half the amount the 
project might as well be dropped. 
At­ 
torney Clark said the plan was a good 
thing for the town, while Mr. Marshall 
tsked if the company woald give bond 
not to sell or lease to the Pennsylvania 
•ompany at any time. 
Mr. Francis proceeded to state that 
they would emphaticallv not give a bond 
of this kiud, as it was not business, and 
proceeded to show where the Pennsyl­ 
vania company wonld not pay the price 
wked for the road, while Mr. Felts 
stated that the company woald never 
•ell or lease, as it would place them in 
the same position as the mannfactnrers 
of the city are now, dependent upon 
one railroad. 
He said he had received 
propositions from the Erie and Pennsyl­ 
vania systems to build a line to the coal 
fields, bnt had refused them both for 
that reason. 
Mr. Marshall suggested that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to look after the 
matt®*, and H. A. McNicol thought the 
railroad should be built as soon as pos- 
Bbl*. 
I rpou motion of Mr. Ashbaugh 
the ( hair was selected to appoint a com­ 
mittee of three. The chair appointed J. 
c Deidrick. Robert Burford and 8. J. 
Drippy.

Bosh, assistant surgeon in the First in ­ 
fantry, w ho testified before the war in­ 
vestigating com m ission, was with this 
regim ent and w ith tne fourth infantry 
in Cuba. 
lie arrived at .Santiago on 
the 10th of .July. 
He found the m edi­ 
cal supplies short and w as unable to se­ 
cure any of them for a few days until 
he learned how to get them from the 
division hospital. 
There was a suffi­ 
ciency of quinine, bat a shortage of 
morphine. 
However, he had all of this 
latter remedy that was absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
He w as able to secure hospitii 
stores, such ai food delicacies, by ^rust­ 
ling" for them , getting them first from 
tile lied Cross society and t hen going to 
Santiago for them. 
Dr. Conner asked 
if the governm ent could not have got 
ten 
these 
supplies 
to 
Santiago as 
promptly as the Red Cross, and Lr. 
Hobs repin d that w hile he had no in­ 
formation he thought it could have 
done so. 
He had left Santiago with the 
Fourth infantry and gone to Montauk 
Point on the Seneca. 
When they h ft 
Cut a, he said, t h e '‘com mand was all 
broken up" and evory mail of the com ­ 
mand w as sick on the w ay north.

doctor him self was sick and in the de­ 
tention hospital at M ontauk and he tes­
